SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires a handgun carry permit holder convicted of domestic
violence offense to surrender the permit to the court within 48 hours of conviction, to be
forwarded to the Department of Safety (DOS) for revocation.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

NOT SIGNIFICANT
Assumptions:

e Pursuant to Tenn. Code Ann. 8 39-13-111(c)(6)(A), if a defendant pleads, or is found
guilty of a domestic violence offense, the judge shall immediately order that the
defendant terminate all physical possession of all firearms within 48 hours of the
conviction and complete an affidavit of firearms dispossession form and return it to the
court.

¢ Any additional work for DOS can be accomplished with existing resources and
personnel.

¢ Adding the revocation of a handgun carry permit will not result in a significant increase
in work to the courts; therefore, there will not be an increase in state or local
expenditures.
